— — 88,170310 each week. 
This of course means that 
our writers must write that 
number of words and our 
linotyiie operators must 
punch that number of keys, 
our proof reader must read 
that many letters, and our 
make-up men must handle 
that number of lines, and 
the pressman must print 
them, before they come to 
you for your readling and 
consideration ... so we 
make ten or fifteen errors 
per issue .... we bow our 
heads in shame .... there 
really isn’t any good excuse 
for it, and we are trying 
hard to eliminate all of 
them . . . but the doctor 
buries his mistakes . . . ours 
go up as a sign board for 
everyone to see and com¬ 
ment about. We all make 
mistakes . . . and many of 
us could make a lot more, 
but trying and trying you 
are bound to get better, and 
this is our aim.
